XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia during the months of July, 
August, and September, 1929. 


July.—During the month agricultural rains were lighter than usual. The month was marked, 
by fairly long intervals of fine weather throughout the Gascoyne, Goldfields and Agricultural areas 
during which bright sunny days with cold nights were experienced. 

With few exceptions the rainfall in Agricultural districts was below the average for the month. 
The deficiencies ranged from half an inch to over one and a-half inches, but these shortages were not 
exceptional. Other years in which July was dry were 1884, 1889, 1914, 1918, and 1923. There were 
two important rains on July 15th and July 26th. The latter was a heavy soaking fall, which gave 
the soil sufficient reserve of moisture to carry well into August, and a period of good warm growing 
weather would now be beneficial to crops and grasses. , 

The Agricultural areas are so vast that every section cannot be expected to receive the same 
rainfall, and the Southern Cross-Bullfinch district this month was the lowest ever recorded for July, 
the poorest totals previously being 54 points in 1900 and 56 in 1909. Despite this, the crops in that 
section were looking most promising. 

Beyond scattered showers there was very little rain in the pastoral country, and despite the falls 
in May and June, another good downpour would be welcomed throughout the Mt. Margaret region. 


August.—The weather during the month was drier than usual over the greater portion of the State. 
The only exception was a belt of country between Onslow and Hamelin Pool on the coast extending 
inland through a narrow track of country to Wiluna and Mt. Sir Samuel. In this area the excesses 
ranged from a few points to 155 points at Hamelin Pool. 

In the Agricultural areas the rainfall fell short of the average by from half-an-inch to over an inch. 
The most extensive falls occurred on the 12th, 14th and 15th when not only the wheat belt benefited 
but the rain extended through the North-West, Gascoyne and Goldfields. The rains on these days 
were easily the best recorded during the month, although good falls were noticed in some of the 
northern portions of the wheat belt on the 30th and on the same date the wheat country between 
Norseman and Esperance received most useful registrations. 

Crops at the end of the month were looking most promising, but no doubt a good rain would be 
most welcomed in the eastern and north-eastern sections. The pastoral country to the east of the 
Wongan Hills-Mullewa Railway extending through to the Leonora and Laverton districts would also 
be greatly benefited by a good downpour. 


September.—With few exceptions the rainfall for the month was heavily below the average. The 
only extensive rainfalls in the State occurred on the 4th, 24th, 25th and 30th. The first and last of these 
rains were light, but on the 24th and 25th an inland depression from the N orth-West brought useful 
rains throughout the Great Southern districts, and were of immense benefit to the crops. With another 
shower or two an excellent harvest would be reaped along the Great Southern Railway and its 
spurs, 

In the Northern, North-Eastern and Eastern wheat country very little rain fell at all, and at the 
end of the month crops were showing the effects of the want of rain. The usual September falls on the 
Northern Districts was 1} inches, for the North-Eastern 1} inches, and for the Eastern 1} inches. 
This month the averages were only 36 points, 27 points and 110 points for the Northern, North-Eastern 
and Eastern districts respectively. 

The rain in the pastoral areas was very light and below the average.
